Fire department launches ‘Lifeline’ 


Sierra Madre Fire Department is launching a 
new lifesaving program called S.M.F.D. Lifeline in 
, the community, says Fire Chief Edward Tracy. 

In an effort to save lives, Tracy explains that 
the kit includes an information sheet, a plastic bottle, 
two Lifeline stickers and two 9-I-I emergency 
telephone stickers. 

The plastic bottle will contain all a patient’s 
pertinent medical emergency information including 
medical condition (contact lens, hearing aid, pace¬ 
maker, dentures, etc.), medication being taken and 
where it is located, medical history, allergies, ail- 
•ments the patient is being treated for besides all 
identification including Social Security No. and in¬ 
surance carriers. 

These plastic bottles are placed by the patient 


in the refrigerator (since during a fire situation, the 
contents of the refrigerator are usually undisturbed 
by smoke, fire or excessive heat). On the outside of 
the refrigerator one of the Lifeline stickers is 
placed and the second sticker is placed at the 
front entrance door of the home. 

Members of the fire department have been 
trained to check each residence door for this sticker 
prior to entry. 

The 9-I-I stickers are placed on phones within 
the home. 

Anyone wishing more information on the new 
program should call the fire department at (818) 355-1402. 
Of course, in the event of an emergency, residents 
are urged to dial 9-1-1, Tracy reminds the community.

A youth, Maurucio “Reece” Ramirez, 16, 
who often told his friends he would die young, was 
killed in an accident on his skateboard at the western 
edge of Sierra Madre this weekend. The accident 
took place around 6 p.m. Saturday and he died at 
Huntington Memorial Hospital early Sunday 
morning. 

Reece, whose parents are Clara and Ricardo 
Ramirez, was traveling down Michillinda on his 
skateboard on the west side of the street and at¬ 
tempted to make a left turn near Ramona Ave. in 
Sierra Madre. He was hit by a Pasadena resident 
in a 1985 Cadillac when he crossed Michillinda 
east into the southbound traffic lane. 

He was struck again by a Monrovia resident 
driving a 1%3 Chevrolet. Both vehicles were travel¬ 
ing southbound. 

According to Lt. Lynn Froistad of the Pasa¬ 
dena Police Dept., he landed 35 feet from where 
he was struck the first time and the second car drove 
him another 25 feet. 

Froistad said both autos stopped immediately 
and there were many witnesses. He noted that 
“this is one of those unfortunate accidents.” 

Reece was born in Sierra Madre Hospital Oct. 
3J, 1971. He had lived in Hastings Ranch all hisi 
life.

The private Christian high school is located at 
the former Sierra Mesa Elementary School. Sierra 
Mesa had been closed by the Pasadena Unified 
School District due to a drop in enrollment and it 
was standing empty until 1981 when Maranatha 
leased the campus from the district. Founded in 1965, 
Maranatha had previously been in Arcadia on a 
church-owned property at the corner of Santa 
Anita Ave. and Colorado Blvd. With the growth 
and development the need came to seek a large 
campus. 

The name Maranatha is a biblical word found 
in Corinthians 16:22 with the meaning “Our Lord 
Cometh.” It has a significant history that includes 
being the password used by early Christians. Religion 
is a dominant factor at the school and requirement 
to enter as a student is that you have accepted the 
Christian ethic in your life. This goes hand in hand 
with striving for full academic potential. 

Present enrollment is just under 500. Students 
live within a 25-mile radius east, south and west 
of Sierra Madre. They are from families in various 
economic levels and school policy is non-discrimina- 
tory due to race, color, national and ethnic origin. 

Diplomas are granted in a college or university 
preparatory program as well as the standard pro¬ 
gram. Eighty-five to 95 percent of graduates go on 
to college. Many are accepted at top universities 
and Christian colleges, as well as West Point and 
the Air Force Academy. Curriculum also offered 
includes drama, music, band, among electives and a 
well-rounded athletic program. Being a small school, 
students have more opportunity for personal atten¬ 
tion and for sports participation, for example, 
where competition tends to be less than in a larger 
school. 

Another creditable sport record was made this 
past fall when the girls volleyball took first place 
in the CIF/Southern section and went on to semi¬ 
finals in the state competition.

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Growing pains? 


If I were anticipating starting a busi- 
rtess in Sierra Madre, I would lose my 
nerve after reading the piece in Sunday’s 
Los Angeles Times San Gabriel Valley 
edition. Mike Ward did a fine reporting job 
from the persons he talked with but there 
is surely another side to the story, one 
unexplored by Ward. 


Yes, many of the once-retail spaces 
are being snatched up by offices. That is 
one of the most desperate probiems facing 
Sierra Madre. And that is primarily a prob¬ 
lem brought on by absentee landlords. 

Several business people we know 
have tried to purchase buildings in Sierra 
Madre because they don’t want to lease, 
but are turned down. If Sierra Madre is 
“slipping away,’’ why is everyone clambor¬ 
ing to own property in downtown Sierra 
Madre? If these owners would let go and 
allow another generation to purchase land 
in Sierra Madre, maybe we could have 
newer businesses. 


it is true that we have far too many 
“nail” shops for the number of women’s 
nails in Sierra Madre. However, most of 
the owners of these shops are “off the 
beaten track’’ and don’t take up popular 
retail spots in the center of town. 

There is also an attractively-placed 
open area where a building could be con¬ 
structed but will the absentee landlords 
sell it? No. Instead, there is an unslightly 
lot where a filling station was once located. 


Since the Oct 1 earthquake, the former 
gallery on Baldwin has been boarded up 
and so far there has been no attempt to 
rebuild or repaii *his location. One would- 
be Sierra Madre businessman tried to 
buy the area but it is held in trust and he 
gave up even trying to put the building 
back into a retail market. It took too long 
for decisions to be made by the owners of 
the building. 


To those people who say they want 
Sierra Madre to stay just the way it used 
to be, we reply that since we have lived 
here, four women’s clothing stores, a 
men’s clothing store and a shoe company 
have gone by the wayside. They didn’t 
sell: They just closed their doors and the 
properties were rented to service-oriented 
stores in three of the cases for women’s 
clothing and in the shoe store. The men’s 
clothing store is the only one that con¬ 
tinues to be a retail store. Why? Probably 
because it was just easier for the land¬ 
lord to invite non-retail and perhaps in 
most cases offices make more money for 
the absentee landlord. 


How does the town make more money? 
Obviously, those residents who live in the 
hills don’t want that area developed. And 
how can you build on almost vertical 
property anyway? 

The only property that’s left belongs 
to the city — city yards and the recreation 
area east of town. What’s going to happen 
there? That’s up to the City Council and 
Planning Commission. It’s in their court 
now. Let’s see what they plan to do to 
alleviate our “growing pains.” 


Tragedy sometimes 
begets action 


It Is unfortunate that often a tragedy 
must occur before arrangements are 
made to alleviate problems.This is certainly 
the case concerning the skateboarder who 
was killed Saturday in Sierra Madre. 

Letters are pouring into The News office 
(note Letters to Editor) and we also want 
to Join those individuals in seeking arrange¬ 
ments for these young people. 

Perhaps it’s time for the parents of 
all skateboarders in town to unite and pro¬ 
pose a restricted area where the young 
people can practice skateboarding.

Memorial to Reece ... 


On the eve of January 23 a close friend 
of mine, Reece Ramirez, was tragically killed 
in a car accident while riding his skateboard. 
Reece was skating down Michillinda and was 
making a lefthand turn on Romona. He was 
struck by a car going southbound on Michillinda 
and was carried several feet when a friend he 
was skating with, Kendall Grigg, went to see if 
he was OK. Kendall stopped a passerby to stay 
with Reece while he went to call 9-1-1. When 
Kendall returned, Reece was hit by another 
car. It was during this impact that Recce’s 
chest was crushed and he received the fatal 
blow to his head. 

He was admitted to Huntington Memorial 
Hospital, Pasadena. After 5'/^ hours of sur¬ 


gery, he was put in the intensive care unit 
where he died at 1:30 a.m. Jan. 24, 1988. 

Reece was a very talented person. He had a 
good personality, was a good skater and planned 
to go professional. 

He will be greatly missed, but 1 know that 
he will be here with us in spirit to watch over 
us and make sure that another tragedy like this 
does not happen. 

I give my condolances to all his friends 
who will miss him greatly, to his girlfriend, 
Jackie Bielke, who loved him very much, and 
most of all to his family who will have a 
hard time living without him.

Sierra Madre City Councilmen, mi.ssing both 
Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simpson and Lisa Fowler, 
both excused, wrestled with Ordinance No. 1037, 
the swimming pool development standards and came 
up with a motion they all liked. 

Councilman Bruce Crow made the motion that 
they accept the requirement for a Conditional Use 
Permit and limit the setback to requirement, eli¬ 
minate Section 3, (a) dealing with the front yard 
setback. All councilmen seemed hesitant to require 
twice the front yard setback. 

Section 3, (b) was retained concerning the 
interior yard, however. That section reads “An 
interior yard, either side yard or rear yard, shall 
be Ihe same as required for the specific zone in 
which it is located even if the pool, hot tub, or 
spa, or other such recreational facility is al grade, 
below grade, or above grade.” 

Cost of the new police and fire facility has 
grown by $15,531 because of structural revisions 
which include a wooden “tower” covered by 
masonry instead of a totally masonry lower. The 
total now is $447,760 with Milestone Construction 
providing the work. 

Police Chief Bill Betts and Robert Taylor, of 
the Fire Department, who has assisted Betts in 
requesting bids for the proposed communication 
center improvement project were told by the council 
to go back and look for more competitive bids. 
They had come to the meeting with a single bid, 
by Motorola, of $79,468.24. 

Councilman Clem Barolai made The motion to 
reject all bids, i.e., Motorola’s bid, and require 
that the specs be written and resubmitted to several 
more radio companies. 

City Administrator Jim McRea refreshed 
councilmen’s memories on the bid for the new 
Sierra Vista Park restroom facilities: $40,(XX) to 
$60,000 for a one-level masonry facility with ex¬ 
terior partitions. Councilman Bartolai made the mo¬ 
tion to go out for construction estimates and 
proceed. 

Councilmen decided that the city should pre¬ 
pare the Environmental Impact Report tor the 
Chantry Flat Road permanent closure instead of 
putting it in the hands of consultants. Bartolai 
made the motion which included contacting other 
agencies and jurisdictions to request they pay part 
of the cost or prepare parts of the E.I.R. A 
tentative time schedule is for the latter part of 
March. 

A 30-day review and circulation period during 
May and final action in May or June is. what the 
entities are shooting for. 

Jodi Lonergan from the Chantry Flat pack 
station gave a glowing report of actions — or 
perhaps we should say lack of actions — since the 
Chantry gate closure during nighttime hours. 

“Benefits far outnumber the problems. Quality 
is up; there are families up there now. There have 
been mountain lion sightings and there are a lot 
more deei. There are fewer accidents on the road, 
no deaths, fewer iniuries,” she reported. She also 
noted that property values had increased and that 
there had been no fires. 

There had been complainis about the phone 
being out of order for over four months and Terry 
Ellis of the Forest Service explained that the con¬ 
flict was between the telephone company and the 
service. “The telephone company says it’s our 
problem but we can’t find the problem,” he said.

They so delayed the pro¬

1 objected vocifer¬ 
ously to yourself (Mayor 
Buchan) and Jim (McRea) 
about bringing this mat¬ 
ter before the CRA. It’s 
a political body. Unfortu¬ 
nately in this community 
it’s a group elected at 
large.’’

ing camp in Kings Canyon. Training begins early, 
says Jeromin. Team expenses are covered by the 
school budget but this may be helped with some 
fundraising.

Maranatha has not been without its problems. 
Not everyone is happy they are here even though, 
for the first time in many years, it offered a 
possibility of attending high school within city 
limits. The impact of more cars, more noise with 
band and football practice, resulted in neighbors 
raising their objections. 

“With Maranatha’s location on Canon in the 
middle of the block, we are backyard for a number 
of homes,” explains School Principal James. W. 
Braley, “but we are making every effort to be good 
neighbors. Major school activities are held off cam¬ 
pus and students are made very aware they must 
be good drivers. Suppliers to the school are constantly 
monitored. For example, the milkmen, so that no 
deliveries are made at 5 a.m.” 

Dr. Braley continues, “We are very happy here 
in Sierra Madre with its small town atmosphere and 
appreciate the cooperation we have had from the 
city . . .
